LOCAL  DRAMATIC  ABT 


The  presentation  this  week  of  nine  plays 

\inder  the  auspices  of  the  Vlctorhi  branch  of  the 
Dominion  Drama  Festival,  as  well  as  the  historical 
ptftant  that  Is  being  put  on  at  the  Metropolitan 
Church,  calls  fre.sh  attention  to  the  widening  In- 
terest In  dramatic  art  in  this  community.  Still 
fvther  etldence  will  be  manifest  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Rrltish  Columbia  Festival  In  May 
when  some  twenty -five  or  thirty  plays  will  be 
produced  by  local  amateur  talent.  From  Its 
earliest  days  Greater  Victoria  has  been  drama- 
minded,  but  since  the  launching  of  the  British 
Columbia  Dramatic  Festival  In  1930  and  the  first 
set  of  plays  In  the  following  year  Interest  has 
grown  at  a  rapid  pace.  Groups  have  qurung  up 
on  all  aldaa  and  soma  ambltlooa  work  baa  been 
"done. 

The  range  of  Interest  is  evident  In  the  num- 
ber of  participants.  At  last  Spring's  festival 
eighteen  dramatic  groups  united  In  putting 
twenty-eight  plays  upon  the  boards  at  the  Crys- 
tal Garden.  There  were  probably  as  many  more 
who  did  not  participate,  some  of  them  not  being 
aflUlated  with  the  organta»tlon.  Ineludlnf  the 
two  major  bodies  of  the  Little  Theatre  As.socla- 
Uatk  and  the  dramatic  section  of  the  Beaux  Arts 
Soelety,  It  IB  estimated  that  from  600  to  700  per- 
sons are  actively  identified  with  the  amateur 
stage  In  Victoria  and  the  surrounding  district. 
Tht  Little  Theatre  had  a  large  cast  at  its 
Chrl.stmas  ofTerlng,  the  Beaux  Arts  has  now  five 
casts  at  work  and  the  Metropolitan  pageant  has 
enllBtId  the  large  number  of  175  persons  for  Its

They  sincerely  believe  themselves 
to  be  the  heralds  of  a  new  political 
movement,  and  how  they  will 
blow  their  trumpets,  beat  their 
drums,  wave  their  banners  and  pro- 
claim the  advent  of  the  day  of  polit- 
ical salvation.  When  the  torrents 
of  eloquence  break  loose  and  roar, 
no  Speaker  wHl  be  capable  of  stem- 
ming the  rtishtng  tide.  As  Alex- 
ander Lee  said  nearly  lour  hundred 
years  ago  ef  Alsnaniler  the  Oreat: 

■Then  he  wiU  tSBC   gOOd  fOdS,  hSW 

he  will  tAlk."

While  every  health  adviser  knows 
that  the  ideal  method  of  reducing 
weight  Is  to  cut  down'  on  food  and 
sleep,  and  to  Increase  the  work  or 
exercise,  thto  to  not  really  the  best 
method  for  those  who  are  greatly 
overweight 

That  to,  while  (he  redurinK  of 
weight  In  an  individual  who  now 
weighs  17.')  [Miunds  ^  '1  should  only 
weigh  135  ix)unds  might  well  be 
done  by  reducing  the  food  and  in- 
creasing the  exercise,  if  thto  same 
Individual  whose  perfect  or  Ideal 
weight  to  135  pounda,  should  wrigh 
900  to  336  pounds,  trying  to  reduee 
the  weight  by  ssvera  tT'h'hf  oal^t 
be  a  mistake. 

Why? 

Because  the  verv  fact  that  a  135- 
pound  ind.Mdual  r,  cairvinw  around, 
moving  200  iM)unds  with  every  step 
in  walking  or  climbing  stairs,  means 
that  lie  or  she  is  already  taking  a 
great  deal  of  excnise  in  Ju.st  going 
about  the  ordinary  duties  at  home 
or  at  bustaMM. 

Thus  If  noie  woric  hard  work  or 
exercise,  to  taken,  it  may  be  Just  too 
much  for  the  heart  and  blood  ves- 
sels to  handle  with  safety.  There- 
fore for  these  individuals  who  are 
greatly  overweight  the  whole  mat- 
ter of  reducing  this  weiKlit  rests  in 
reducing  the  amnunt  of  food  eaten. 

After  the  weii'ht  has  come  down 
to  a  "reasonable  '  level,  then,  and 
not  till  then,  should  real  hard  week 
or  exercise  be  given. 

It  to  «  great  mistake  for  these 
extra  heavy  Individuals  to  embark 
on  a  .series  of  hard  exercises— run- 
ning, tennis,  badminton,  hard  gym- 
na-sium  work  with  the  idea  of  get- 
ting weight  ofT    In  a  hurry." 

And  even  when  they  begin  reduc- 
ing the  total  amount  of  /ood  eaten, 
it  doean't  biean  thai  aO  kinds  of 
food  muik  be  Mdooad.  for  even  here 
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If  certain  foods  are  redticed  to<. 
much,  there  to  as  much  danger  as 
If  too  much  exercise  be  taken. 

The  first  point  to  remember  is 
that  there  to  one  type  of  food— pro - 
telns-^hlch  to  needed  by  fat  and 
thin  alike  If  health  and  the  body 
structure  are  to  be  matniHined  Tlie 
prindpal  proteins  are  uk  ats,  eggs, 
ceri'als 

Thas  meat  and  eggs  once  a  day 
for  those  who  do  no  physical  worit, 
and  twice  a  day  for  workers.  Is  nec- 
e.vsary  to  maintain  strength  when 
reduction  of  weight  is  under  way. 

Now  as  starches — potatoes,  blead, 
sugar,  pastnr— are  ths  foods  which 
store  most  fat  In  the  body  and  yet 
they  are  the  foods  which  are  needed 
to  supply  heat  and  energy,  what  is 
the  overweli^  tadlvMaal  to  do 
about  stardiesf 

It  to  simple  enough  u>  know  wii,-»t 
to  do,  but  doing  it  is  a  haul  task 

Tlie  way  to  u.se  .starches  Is  to  cut 
down  the  quantity  one-fourth  01 
one-fifth  of  what  Is  used  by  ihuv, 
of  normal  weiKht  Thus  the  riRir 
proportion  of  starches  to  proteirv 
•  meats,  eggs.  c(  reatoi  to  4  to  1.  that 
is  four  times  as  much  ttardiy  food 
as  meat  or  eggs.

The  clKinilx'r  is  of  30,000  cubic 
feet  rnpacity,  costliiK  $7  MM),  and  i« 
de.sigiird  to  proven'  li  (  ondcn.sa- 
tion  of  waiter  vapor  on  iruwn  and 
ohlllsd  meat  products  when  these 
are  baiiw  ramoved  from  the  cool  air 
cbamban  of  ooeaa  tranaporta.  Ac- 
tion  is  now  being  taken  to  pUce  the 
new  facilities  at  the  dlqxMal  of 
Canadian  exjwrUT.s.  The  construc- 
tion ut  the  thanibcr  is  expected  to 
rc.',ull  111  an  iiiiprovcinrnt  In  both 
the  appearance  and  quality  of  Cana- 
dian meat  prcxluc  i.s  passing  through 
the  chttmber  on  their  way  to  the 
Uhitod  mtdom  natfcaC. 

Partkmlarly  serlooa  loiiea  on  a 
shipment  of  Canadian  chilled  poul- 
try, late  in  1932,  resulted  in  W.  A. 
nrown,  chief  of  the  poultry  division 
of  thr  liv(':t()(k  branch  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  taking  ac- 
tion. A.S  a  result.  Dr.  L.  E.  Howlett, 
of  the  National  Hescarch  Council's 
divLslon  of  phy.sl(vs  and  engineering, 
developed  a  laboratory  method  for 
the  prerenttoB  of  eoodeniation. 

WENT  TO  EVGLAND 
I>einon.'-UaVi<nis  of  the  method  oi 
a  larger  .\c.«lc  \\i  Toronto.  Montreal 
and  Ottawa,  were  so  succe.ssful.  It 
waaasplalhad,  that  the  practical  ap- 
pllcattwi  of  the  method  In  the  trade 
waa  reaolvad  upon,  and  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  Port  of  London  hav- 
ing been  negotiated  through  the 
High  Cknnmlssloner's  ofBea,  Dr. 
Howlett  went  to  England  todMlffn 
the  required  chambir  Md  atQtnrtoe 
construction.

Hie  pro- 
cess reniovp.s  the  moisture  that  ac- 
cumfflatcs  in  mrats  under  change 
of  tpmpcratuica  in  rail  and  o<-ean 
tran.si>ortation.  and  rctaln.s  the  fresh 
and  appetizing  appearance  of  the 
poultry  treated.  It  applies  f  f)ually 
to  diiUed  and  frozen  goods,  but  the 
plant  at  praiant  U  treating  chilled 
goods  only.  Later  it  la  expected 
that  bacon  atid  meat  produeta  will 
be  slmiinrlv  treated,  and  may  avent- 
iiaUyb(  t  ;  :  d  to  f iah  and  fmtt. 
MILLION  TUBKBT8 
Catnadian  turlceys  were  first  sent 
to  the  British  market  thirty  or  forty 
yean  ago,  but  the  trade  aubee- 
quently  lapsed.  In  1932.  about  a 
million  turkeys  were  exported  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  new  plant 
Is  the  outcome  of  the  reception  they 
received.  Tlio  treatment  of  a  ten- 
pound  turkey  add.s  from  three  to 
five  cents,  but  it  is  expfried  with 
an  Increase  In  trade  to  reduce  even 
this  to  a  fraction.  Tlie  p<jrt  au- 
thorities Of  London  will  be  respgc- 
slbla  for  doeklnff,  transfer,  eta,  a» 
In  the  case  of  ordinary  goods.
